1K THOMAS RUMBOLD is a gentleman, who, what. 
ever his merits or demerits maybe, owes no part of hig 
wealth or,.confequence in’ the world'¢o either birtlior family” 
conneétions. He was born about the year 1937, of parents 
who could afford him byt few of the advantages: of ¢ ion, 
His outlet promifed no eminence, and his emerging from a fi- 
tuation which the generality of mankind would have been fixed 
in for life, proves, at Jeaft, that he poffefled .a fpirie of enter - 
prize, without which no great or extraotdinary aétions are evet 
atchieved, : Report fays, and we believe with trath, that he 
was Originally a waiter at White’s, ander, another perfon, who 
has fince become a Member of the Britith Senate :—We mean» 
Mr Macreth, who now reprefents the burgh of Caltle Rifing,’ 
in the county of Norfolk. The time, however, which patied 
while he was in this fituation, could be but thort ; as we find 
him in the fervict of the Eaft India Company, at Bengal, about 
the period of taking Calcutta, in 1756. 

It was in the civil dine of the fervite to which Mr Rumbold 
was deftined ; but the.commotions which at that jundture 
threatened the de(truétion and extirpation of the Company from 
their fettlements in the Eaft, obliged many gentlemen to aft as 
volunteers in a military capacity.
